THE CASE DISMISSED. 


Danfcltand Broulette Discharged Without 


Trial. 


CRYSTAL FALLS, MICH., Oct. 7.— 


When the case of the state against 
William Daniels and Frank Brouletto 
charged 
with 
killing .Tames Mc- 


Cormick was reached on t.ho criminal 
calendar of Iron county to-day, Judge 
Stone informed tho prosecuting at- 
torney and lawyers for the defense 
that in his opinion tho testimony 
brought out in the preliminary exam- 
ination was entirely too flimsy to war- 
rant bringing the case into circuit 
court, ^nd that unless 
additional 


evidence had been procured it would 
be useless to waste, time in trying tho 
caso. The district attorney admitted 
that no new evidence had been sec- 
ured, and thereupon the Judge order- 
ed the clerk of court to strike the 
case from the calendar, Daniels and 
Brouletto thus go free. There was 
considerable interest in the case man- 
fested here, the court room being 
crowded when the caso was called. 
Public sympathy, almost unanimous- 
ly was with Daniels and Broulette. 
At the time of McCormick's death it 
was generally considered that ho died 
from his own neglect to properly care 
for himself after the tight, and even 
when in the preliminary examination, 
Daniels and Jiroulette were bound 
over, it was considered almost impos- 
sible to convict them, as there was no 
evidence to show that they visited 
McCormick's room or inflicted any 
violence on him after the fight.

CURIOSITIES OF AGRICULTURE."

A new vegetable Is about to be intro- 


duced to the people of the United States 
through '.he department of agriculture. 
It is nofiing more nor less than the 
root of tl e calla lily, which resembles 
Bomewhut in appearance the ordinary 
Irish lubjr, with the addition of a few 
whiskers that have nothing to do with 
the other qualities of the article. A 
section of it is so potato-like that you 
would not be likely to remark any dif- 
ference. 
In cooking it has firnt to be 


boiled, in order to destroy certain acrid 
properties, after which it may be fried, 
roasted, baked, or wh»' not, according 
to taste. 


Farmers in Florida have bagun to 


raise these ea.Ha roots for market The 
plants grow readily in swamps, and so 
thickly that the yield of a single Hooded 
nere is enormous. 
They 
reproduce 


themselves by the multiplication of 
their bulbs underground, so that the 
grower has simply to dig up the off- 
shoots and leave parents to propagate 
nnew. 
Kor centuries the 
Egyptians 


have cultivated a similar crop during 
the seasons of the Nile's overflow, and 
ut the present time calla lily bulbs are a 
common vegetable in Japanese mar- 
kets. 
Ho prolific and palatable are 


they that their propagation in many 
parts of the United Htates, where condi- 
tions are favorable, may reasonably be 
looked forward to as an agricultural in- 
dustry of the future. 


The department of agriculture Is con- 


tinually engaged in trying to discover 
and encourage the cultivation of new 
aud desirable varieties of fruits. Late- 
ly it has come across a sort of giant 
gooseberry that grows on trccj, and 
within the last few days a long sought 
prize has been obtained from lienton 
Harbor, Mich., in the shape of a really 
thornlcsa blackberry. 
The picking of 


this delectable fruit has hitherto been 
interfered with to some extent by the 
spikes with which nature protects the 
branches, but in the future, it is hoped, 
people will be able to go blackberry ing 
without danger of pricking their fingers. 


Experiments are making for the first 


time in the grafting of pecan trees. Ac- 
cidental seedlings in Texas and New 
Mexico have developed nuts of this 
kind ai far superior to the ordinary 
ones as the. shell bark is to the pignut 
Furthermore it hns been demonstrated 
that these improved varieties can read- 
ily be perpetuated, and 
even 
bet- 


tered, by grafting. Only a little culti- 
vation is necessary to produce pecans 
of five or six times the size of the 
usual specimens and with shells so 
papery as, to be easily broken between 
the forefinger and thumb. Tho writer 
saw a good si/.ed pasteboard box full of 
such samples in the oifieu of the United 
States Pomologist yesterday, and ate a 
few to make sure of their delicious 
quality. The same process is possible 
with chestnuts, which grow to the si/.e 
of a horscchestnut in some parts of the 
United States. 
They, too, are, being 


grafted with a view to securing the in- 
crease of their size and the 
improve- 


ment of their edible, qualities. 
In a 


certain 
Illinois valley hickory nuts 


used to grow as wide as the 
palm of 


one's hand, and efforts are being made 
to obtain a surviving plantso as to prop- 
agate from them. 


The department of state has just re- 


ceived from Consul Jones at Chin Kiang, 
China, a small bottle containing soma 
specimens of the curious fungus that 
grows from a species of caterpillar, lit- 
erally transforming the animal into a 
vegetable and causing the unhappy in- 
seet to serve the purpose of a rout. 
It 


is the larva of a moth, and when the 
cold of winter approaches it makes its 
way down into tho soil to the depth of 
three or four inches. There it is at- 
tacked by a remarkable disease and 
sprouts, .sending up a long shoot which 
appears and fructifies al>ove tho ground 
like any mushroom. The natives in 
Thibet and in the province of $ze- 
Khiian go about looking for this fungus 
near myrtle trees of a- certain sort. 
They dig up such specimens as they 
discover and make them into little, bun- 
dles, tied with red thread. In thisshape 
they are sold as medicine, which is es- 
teemed, if possible, more highly than 
the famous ginseng, being considered a 
powerful curative agent for diseases of 
the throat and InngH. 


This fungus has no other method of 


growth than the one described. 
The 


fructifying top that is above ground 
scatters its spores around under the 
scarlet-flowered myrtles on which the 
caterpillars feed. 
When the latter bur- 


row into the. soil to hibernate, they are 
apt to stir up some nf the hostile germs, 
whereupon they are at once attacked 
and speedily transformed into vegeta- 
ble tissue. The substance of their flesh 
is metamorphosed into stalks sprouting 


i from Iheir heads. Ofconr.se, a sufficient 


• number of the larval escape this fate to 


; perpetuate the species from year to year 
j and to supply reproductive opportuni- 
i ties for the fungus. 


i 
Curiously enough, the common white 


j grub, which is the larva of a beetle, is 
, in many parls of the United States at- 
, tacked by a fungus in a similar manner. 
! It has been suggested that measures 
! might be profitably taken to artificially 
! innoculate this destructive worm on a 


large scale with the disease, with a 


1 view to bringing about its extermina- 
: tion. Thus far no economic use has 


been found for the sprouts produced. In 
.New /calami th»re grows out of the 


| body of a big caterpillar a surprising 


I edible mushroom, the. stalks of which 
! are eight to ten inches long, and are 
' much prized by the natives for Axxl. 


I The latter also burn it for use as a- 


- coloring matter. There is a similar 


fungus in Costa Rica. 


The Japanese grow several speciws of 


edible fungus in logs of decayed wood 
after a. fashion peculiar to themselves. 
One species of mushroom, whic'n is 
utilized in Europe for killing flies, be- 
ing regarded as one of the most poison- 
ous forms, is used by the northeasi-ern 
tribes of Asia as a substitute for ardent 
spirits, a single large specimen buing 
sufficient to produce a pleasant intoxi- 
cation for a whole day.

a. (iyc for silk. These are only a few of 
the existing curiosities iu the fungu* 
line.—X, Y. Sun.

THE FIRST IRON BRIDGE, 


It WM Erected & Hundred Yen™ Ago la 


\VorceBtcr. KiiKiami, 


At the present day, when we are ac- 


customed to look upon iron as the chief 
constructive material with which civil 
engineers and architects all over the 
world deal, the first, iron bridge that 
was ever built is a curious sight. This 
bridge, the arches of which were made 
of iron, was called "Ironbridge," and it 
was erected in 177S. 
It spans a little 


river in the county of Salop, on the rail- 
road line from Shrewsbury to Worces- 
ter, in Kngland. 
Al, the present day 


the structure is surrounded by a thriv- 
ing little village, which took its name 
from the bridge. 
Several iron found- 


ries have been established in the neigh; 
borhood. The structure was a timid 
attempt at what hns since developed 
into an extensive industry. There are 
three supports; two of them are very 
small and cross a narrow country road, 
while tho third and largest one spans 
the bed of the river. It is about ninety- 
six feet long and weighs tiiree hundred 
and seventy-eight tons. 


The braces were cast at Coal brook- 


dale, every bar l>cing composed of two 
segments. Stephenson, the great civil 
engineer, wrote as follows on the con- 
struction 
of 
this first iron bridge: 


"When we bear in mind that the man- 
ipulation of cast iron was at the time of 
its erection in its infancy \Me can not 
help but feel convinced that unblushing 
audacity alone could conceive of such 
an enterprise, and the intelligence witu 
which the details are outlined and exe- 
cuted ir, equal to the boldness of the 
conception." The bridge, is constantly 
used and is in excellent condition, a 
fact which disproves all the ominous 
clamoring.s of cranks that the pernicious 
influences of ru.st will sooner or later 
bring danger to the iron bridge of to- 
day. —Ualtirnorc Sun-
